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"Col nel DOLLMANN and 1st. Lt. ZIMMER wars called in introduced. 
Mr. BLUM greeted them in a friendly way, shook hands with them and 
they eet down at the table... 

....Towards the end of it Mr. BLUM handed Dr. HUSMANN a piece of paper 
with two names on its PARRI and USMIANI, and explained that Mr. DULLES 
would like very much to see these two gentlemen freed from a German 
prison. It is not a demand on the part of Mr. DULLES but a wiah. 
...DOLLMANN promised to refer it to his chief. PARRILLI, DOLLMANN and 
ZIMMER returned to Italy.
